Apparently the new in- 


dependent Postal Service 
corporation which Congress 
authorized but has to keep its 
political hands to itself, is 
winning a measure of success in 
and between the big cities, but 
is not yet doing a good job for 
the smaller cities. 


One of the most reputable 


newspapers in America, the 
Christian Science Monitor of 
Boston, conducted a survey of 
first class mail service in the 
six major cities where it has 
regional offices: Boston, New 
York, Washington, Chicago, 
Los Angeles, and San Fran- 
cisco. In a dispatch polished fif 
the Arkansas Democrat Aug. '8 
the Monitor reported the 
reorganized postal system has 
speeded up mail delivery in 
metropolitan areas "but there 
are still shortcomings." 


Editorially The Star and most 


U.S. newspapers supported the 
idea of taking the Post Office 
Department out of the hands of 
Congress and creating a 
publicly-owned 
but 
in- 


dependently operated Postal 
Service. Something hid to be 
done, for the mail service was 
running up a deficit of more 
than a billion dollars a year. 


The independent corporation 


had the task of automating the 
business of carrying the mail. It 
may have achieved some 
measure of success in handling 
letters 
in 
and between 


metropolitan liialiiili but the 
word hasn't yet reached people 
like myself who specialise in 
second class mail (newspapers 
and magazines). 


We haven't taken legal action 


so far because there have been 
no recent complaints about 
delayed or lost newspaper mail 
in our retail trading tone. 


If reports are correct, that 


the sorting section Hope once 
had but which was moved to 
Oaklawn 
Post 
Office, 


Tezarkana, Texas, May «, will 
eventually be moved to 
Shreveport, La.-that will be 
another dark day. 


We'll wait and see. 
I made a prolonged fight 


against Hope's new Post Office 
and Federal Building and 
delayed construction for a year, 
but I was overwhelmed by 
federal arguments that the new 
building was needed because 
"Hope would be a mail-sorting 
center." 


Then the government built a 


new Post Office structure in 
Texarkana, Texas, using the 
same argument, and moved our 
sorting section to Texarkana.

Handgun bill 
is amended 
by Senate

WASHINGTON' (APT—' 


Senate has sent back to com- 
mittee a bill to establish a na- 
tional system of no-fault au- 
tomobile insurance, apparently 


< killing any chance of congres- 
sional action this year. 


"Everybody knows what this 


motion is all about," Sen. War- 
ren Magnuson, D-Wash., man- 
ager of the bill, told the Senate. 
"It buries the bill, simple as 
that." 


By a 49-46 vote Tuesday night 


the Senate approved a motion 
by Sen. Roman Hruska, R- 
Neb., to send the Commerce 
Committee measure to the 
Judiciary Committee for fur- 
ther study. 


Sens. Sam J. Ervin Jr., D- 


N.C., Marlow Cook, R-Ky., and 
Strom Thurmond, R-S.C., ar- 
gued that objectionable provi- 
sions and serious constitutional 
questions about the bill deserve 
study 
by the 
lawyers on 


Judiciary. 


But, Magnuson countered, the 


17 lawyers on Commerce are 
just as able as the 17 on 
Judiciary. 


"This is a real blow at the 


American consumer," Magnu- 
son said. "It affects every 
American home." The insur- 
ance-lobby pressure, he added, 
"must have been strong." 


"Everyone was giving me 


this pious expansion: 'I'm for 
no fault, but ...,'" Magnuson 
continued. "We'll have it back 
on the floor again in January." 


The insurance industry was 


divided on the measure, with 
the biggest car insurer, State 


Farm, neutral. Such insurers 
as Aetna aM Nationwide favor . 
no-fault'; AUstate and Travelers 
are opposed. 


A large segment of the trial- 


lawyers' profession is against 
the concept. 


The bill would do away with 


most court suits arising from 
traffic accidents and would re- 
quire companies to promptly 
and automatically pay claims 
within limits of $25,000 each for 
medical and rehabilitation ex- 
penses and $85,000 for lost 
wages. 


The industry collects $14 bil- 


lion .annually in premiums and 
pays out $7 billion. Seriously in- 
jured victims recover only an. 
estimated 16 per cent of their 
actual losses through court ac- 
tions, according to a Trans- 
portation Department study. 


Ten states have adopted no- 


fault-type pans, but only Flori- 
da and Massachusetts have 
laws which approached the fed- 
eral goals in the bill. Mas- 
sachusetts drivers in two years 
have had a 42-per-cent reduc- 
tion in bodily injury premiums. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate amended a handgun 
-central bill Wednesday to per- 
:mit the sale of those suitable 
for personal protection as well 
as sporting purposes. 


The amendment by Sen. Ted 


Stevens, R-Alaska, was ap- 
proved by voice vote after Sen. 
Birch Bayh, D-Ind, the bill's 
sponsor, said he was willing to 
accept it. 


Bayh emphasized, and Ste-

Explosions, gunfire hit 
Ireland, buses hijacked 


BELFAST (AP) - Gunfire, 


»d massive street 


demonstrations gave Northern 
Ireland a tumultuous day of 
Roman Catholic protest today 
against the British internment 
policy. 


Buses were hijacked in Bel- 


fast and the border town of 
Newry. A gang of youths 
stopped a freight train outside 
Lurgan and bombarded it with 
gasoline grenades. 


British troops said they shot 


two guerrilla gunmen in the 
capital, and three soldiers were 
slightly wounded. 


Several thousand Catholics 


took to the streets of Belfast at 
4 a.m., the hour when the Brit- 
ish Army a year ago today be- 
gan rounding up men suspected 
of being activists of the Irish 
Republican Army. 


In the year since, more than 


700 men were interned without 
trial, but the roundups did not 
stop the IRA. Nearly 300 are 
still held, and the British re- 
leased 47 more Tuesday. But 
the Catholics demand freedom 
for all and the end of the in- 
ternment law. 


Bombs and shots were heard 


in the Ballymurphy, New Lodge 
and Andersonstown districts of 
Belfast. The army said troops 
fired at and hit a gunman in 
Andersonstown, but the crowd 
dragged him away. 


A mob tried to storm a police 


and 
army 
post 
in 
the 


Springfield Road, and a ma- 
chinegun burst sprayed its 
sandbag emplacements. The ri- 
oters tried to ram the sandbags 
with a crane, but the troops 
drove them off with rubber bul- 


lets. 


In the Falls Road, another 


major Catholic precinct, rioters 
dragged three buses and a 
buck across the street and set 
them ablaze. 


Meanwhile.Britain'sadminis- 


trator for Northern Ireland, 
William Whitelaw, hurried to 
London to confer with Prime 
Minister Edward Heath after 
two days of talks with leaders 
of the Social Democratic and 
Labor Party, or SDLP, the par- 
ty of Northern Ireland's moder- 
ate Catholics. 


Whitelaw said he would meet 


with the SDLP leaders again 
Friday.

letter claimed that at least 260 
IRA "gunmen and activists" 
have been killed in the three 
years of religious warfare.

WASHINGTON (AP) — In a 


prime-time unity show, the 
Democrats have handed their 
vice-presidential nomination to 
Sargent Shriver and cheered 
the ticket's opening swings at 
President Nixon and Vice Pres- 
ident Spiro T. Agnew. 


"I'm not embarrassed to be 


George McGovem's seventh 
choice for vice president," 
Shriver said Tuesday after the 
Democratic 
National 
Com- 


mittee added him to the ticket. 
"We Democrats may be short 
of money. We're not short of 
talent. Think of the comparison 
and then you can pity poor Mr. 
Nixon—his first and only choice 
was Spiro Agnew." 


The Democrats loved it. 
"If we have used valuable 


time in the selection of a vice- 
presidential 
nominee," 


McGovem said, "the nation 
must wish the Republicans had 
made their choice with greater 
care." 


And thus the lines were 


drawn again, this time with 
McGovem teamed with Shriver 
in place of Sen. Thomas F. 
Eagleton of Missouri, who with- 
drew last week after disclosing 
that he had undergone shock 
treatment for mental depres- 
sion in the 1960s. 


McGovem and Shriver were 


to try and sustain the momen- 
tum at a unity luncheon today 
with members of the Democrat- 
ic National Committee, which 
winds up its extraordinary 
three-day meeting today with 
some ordinary business. 


In the balloting, Shriver was 


given 2,936 of the committee's 
authorized 3,016 votes. 


It appeared he might be 


elected unanimously. But then, 
Missouri Gov. Warren Hearnes 
cast his state's 73 votes for 
Eagleton, and Oregon cast four 
of its 74 votes for maverick 


Democrat Wayne Morse who is 
trying for a Senate comeback. 
Guam had nobody present and 
its three votes weren't counted. 


Shriver, 56, former director 


of the Peace Corps and of the 
antipoverty program, a former 
ambassador to France, and a 
Kennedy in-law, outlined the 
Democratic campaign in ac- 
cepting the nomination: 


"We intend to go out and ask 


of our young people not just to 
protest 
against 
inadequate 


schools but to teach children; 
not just to complain about the 
quality of law enforcement, but 
to enlist in our overburdened 
police forces and to join the 
staffs of prisons; not just to 
make speeches about the Third 
World, but to serve abroad in a 
revived Peace Corps; not just 
to talk about love, but to work 
with the retarded, the elderly, 
the lonely, the ill, the blind, 
and millions of hungry children 
on this planet. 


"This is what America at its 


best has been," he said. "That 
is what we will be again." 


And McGovem, who had sev- 


eral turndowns from

Democrats before Shriver ac- 
cepted the No. 2 spot, echoed 
his campaign theme: "It is 
time for a new American jour- 
ney—not to an alien ideology or 
a foreign conflict—but home to 
the spirit which gave us free- 
dom and nationhood. It is time 
for all of us to say: 'Come 
home, America.'"

Mystery check adds to GOP woes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


$29,000 mystery check which 
was deposited in the bank ac- 
count of a man accused of bur- 
glary at the Democratic party 
headquarters has added to "a 
growing source of embar- 
rassment" for many Republi- 
cans, The Washington Post said 
today. 


The Post said Maurice Stans, 


the finance chairman for Presi- 
dent Nixon's re-election cam- 
paign, has acknowledged re- 
ceiving the check, but said tt 
was exchanged for |$,OQQ cash 
and he didn't know what hap- 
pened to the check after that. 


Stata said the cash was de- 


posited in the Nixon campaign 
treasury. 


However, the Post said the 


General Accounting 
Office, 


which is auditing the Nixon 
campaign books, has found no 
evidence that the 125,000 was 
reported as a contribution by 
the Nixon campaign organ- 
ization, or that the money was 
expended for campaign pur- 
poses. 


Failure to report either con- 


tributions or expenditures after 
April 7 is considered a violation 
of the new federal elections 
law. Stans, a former secretary 
of Commerce, reportedly re- 
ceived the check on April 11 


from Kenneth W. Dahlberg, the 
Midwest finance chairman for 
the Nixon campaign. 


The cashier's check, drawn 


on a bank in Boca Raton, Fla., 
was made out to Dahlberg, who 
said it represented various 
campaign contributions. 


The Post said the check fad- 


ed up in the account of Bernard 


L. Barker, one of five 
charged with burglary in con- 
nection with the break-in and 
suspected bugging attempt of 
Democratic party headquarters 
here on June 17. 


Sans is reported to have told 


federal agents that he turned 
the check, over to 


treasurer Hugh W. Sloan Jr., 
and it next went to G. Gordon 
Uddy, finance counsel of the 
campaign. Liddy, Stans said, 
then exchanged the check with 
someone else for $25,000 cash. 


Sources told the Post that 


Stans provided no explanation 
on why the check was not de- 
pouted directly into the cam- 
paign account. He also said he 
did not know Who provided the 
$»,(•» cash. 


Both Sloan and Liddy have 


left their posts since the break- 
in at Dwnojacratic headquarters. 
Sloan resigned for personal rea- 
sons, while Liddy was fired for 
refusing to answer FBI ques- 
tions in the case.

With a changing eye toward 


motherhood, 
the 
military 


recently allowed female offi- 
cers and enlisted women to do 
what many women do—have 
children and raise a family. 


There are female generals 


and admirals. Women soon will 
serve aboard ships at sea, and 
there may even be the rustle of 
skirts at West Point and Anna- 
polis in the not-too-distant fu- 
ture. 


Four years ago, this was un- 


heard of at the Pentagon. 


If they weren't nurses, wom- 


• en were limited mostly to being 
secretaries in uniform. The 
highest rank was colonel. Preg- 
nancy meant automatic dis- 
charge, whether married or 
single. 


Secretary of Defense Melvin 


R. Laird is responsible for 
many of the changes. Since tak- 
ing office in 1969, he has 
pushed hard for equal oppor- 
tunity, not only for blacks and 
other minorities, but for women 
as well. 


The 
women's 
liberation 


movement has had some in- 


fluence, but the military also 
has realized that as draft calls 
wind down, the services will 
need women to help meet their 
needs in the transition to an all- 
volunteer force next year. 


At present, 34,000 women 


serve in the armed forces, ac-

South Vietnamese rangers have 
replaced government militia- 
men badly mauled in a series 
of ambushes only 17 miles east 
of Saigon. Officers in the field 
said 58 of the militiamen were 
Wiled and 55 wounded in the 
fighting Monday and Tuesday. 


Hie Rangers, moving on foot 


and 
by 
helicopters, 
were 


maneuvering to get behind the 
estimated 250 North Vietnam- 
ese and Viet Cong in the Binh 
Song rubber plantation east of 


Highway 15. 


The enemy forces ambushed 


a platoon of South Vietnamese 
militiamen on a patrol Monday 
along a dirt road between the 
village of Binh Son and Long 
Thanh. The North Vietnamese, 
armed with mines, mortars, 
and rocket grenades, then cut 
into the militiamen who were 
poured in to reinforce the pa- 
trol. 


The fighting tapered off by 


Tuesday night, but the enemy 
forces held its position despite 


U.S. 
and South Vietnamese 


bombing, officers said. 


Officers said it was the big- 


gest action in Long Thanh dis- 
trict in two years, and the first 
time during that period that the 
North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong had stayed and fought. 
Previous enemy attacks were 
by platoon-size forces on a hit- 
and-run basis, the officers said.

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) — 


Protest leaders are trying to 
recruit demonstrators for the 
Republican National Convention 
with an illustrated guidebook 
calling for "nonviolent civil dis- 
obedience" and warning par- 
ticipants to be prepared for 
mass arrests. 


"The Manual for the Republi- 


can Convention" distributed 
Tuesday by five protest groups 
said the goal of demonstrations 
during the Aug. 21-23 GOP con- 
vention "is to isolate and defeat 
Richard Milhous Nixon." 


The tabloid-size phamplet 


urged protesters to avoid prop- 
erty damage and disruption of 
Miami Beach's senior citizen 
community. 


"We will not provoke or at- 


tack police, National Guard or 
our brothers who are GIs," it 
added. 


But the 24-page manual laid 


out a step-by-step plan for "oc- 
cupying" the streets surround- 
ing Miami Beach Convention 
Hall on the night President Nix- 
on is expected to give his nomi- 
nation acceptance speech. 


"Four more years of Nixon 


will be accepted on the inside 
of the convention hall, while 
outside troops ring the per- 
imeter and thousands of us re- 
sist and say NO!" the manual 
said. 


Using aerial photos to illus- 


trate, the guidebook mapped 
out four sites where demonstra- 
tors should congregate during 
the convention. It speculated on 
which areas police were likely 
to permit protesters to gather 
and the sites where arrests 
were likely. 


"While the prime political 


purpose in coming to the GOP 
Convention is not necessarily to 
get arrested, the possibility of 
mass arrest does exist," the 
manual said. 


The manual advised would-be 


demonstrators to keep identi- 
fication and about $10 in cash 
in their wallets and know an 
address in Miami in case they 
are arrested. 


It advised "brothers and sis- 


ters under 18" to avoid arrest 
because they would probably be 
sent home by juvenile author- 
•ities.

The Senate passed the milder 


amendment, then killed the for- 
eign-aid bill to which it was at- 
tached. 


But in a quick turn-around, 


the Senate passed the stronger 
end-the-war provision and also 
the Pentagon procurement bill 
carrying it. Because the House 
version of that bill contained no 
end-the-war language, the pack- 
age was sent to a House-Senate 
conference where it may lang- 
uish without action.

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Push for rights for 
disabled is expected 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 


Legal experts from the SO 
states have decided to press for 
laws assuring that epileptics, 
diabetics and others found in 
public by police in a dazed or 
disabled condition are handled 
as sick people. 


A proposed law tentatively 


approved without opposition 
Tuesday is designed to bar 
their arrest, "which happens 
too often these days across the 
land," said Robinson 0. Ever- 
ett. He is a Durham, N.C., law- 
yer and Duke University pro- 
fessor who headed the com- 
mittee which drafted the propo- 
sed statute. 


Only two states — Georgia 


and Pennsylvania — currently 
require police to look for a pos- 
sible medical reason for uncon- 
sciousness. The 48 other states 
will be asked to follow their 
lead as a result of the action 
taken Tuesday by The National 
Conference of Commissioners 
on Uniform State Laws. 


"We're trying to make sure 


ill people aren't treated as 
criminals," Everett said in an 


interview following tentative 
approval of the model law by 
some 200 legal expert). 


Policemen would search the 


person for an identification 
bracelet, necklace, card or 
some other sign of a medical 
problem, tf the officer found 
none, he still would be required 
to send for medical help. 


The proposed law is designed 


also to protect alconolics and 
victims of drugs. 


Since the officer would be 


checking the wallet or billfold, 
the law experts took steps to 
protect him from lawsuits. That 
is, he could not be sued for in- 


vasion of privacy, larceny or il- 
legal search. 


Everett credits a teacher of

proposed law.

New York was bombing 
target for Japanese 
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TOKYO (AP) - Tamotsu 


Takahashi was a 22-year-old 
airman in the Imperial Japa- 
nese Army and his country was 
at war with the United States. 


Even so, he stiffened when he 


learned about his assignment: 
Bomb New York. 


It was Aug. 9, IMS — 27 


years ago today — and Japan's 
military leaders realized they 
were fast losing World War II. 
An atomic bomb annihilated 
Hiroshima three days earlier; a 
second devastated Nagaski on 
Aug. 9. 


Japan surrendered on Aug. 


14. But, meanwhile, its leaders 
cast about desperately for ways 
to turn the tide of defeat. Taka- 
hashi's mission — a one-way 
suicidal flight — grew out of 
this desperation. 


He was a wireless operator at 


an air base north of Tokyo 
when he was ordered to report 
to another base for a secret 
mission. 


"I didn't know what it was 


all about, and my superiors 
said nothing," Takahashi re- 
calls. But he gradually pieced 
together details: 


Three long-range KI77s, twin- 


engine planes developed for ci- 
vilian use, were to be refitted. 


They would carry bombs, extra 
fuel and a crew of two: a pilot 
ard.<» wireless operator-naviga- 
tor. 


Five years earlier, a KI77 


and a crew of eight flew 10,200 • 
miles non-stop on a circular 
route over Manchuria. This ex- 
ceeded the 6,750 miles to New 
York, but allowance was being 
made for the heavy bomb load. 


To guarantee success for the 


mission, Takahashi says, the 
planes were to climb to 29,500 
feet where the eastbound jet 
stream would give them extra 
speed and distance. 


Once over New York, the 


planes were to drop their 
bombs and then crash. 


Takahashi, now a bank exec- 


utive in Tokyo, says the mili- 
tary planners selected New 
York rather than Washington 
or another city because it was 
America's largest city and also 
because the jet stream could 
take planes there more easily. 


"But," says Takahashi," I'm 


happy the war ended before the 
mission could begin. I didn't 
even have time to be trans- 
ferred to another base, and I 
never got to meet any of the 
others who were selected for 
the mission." 


The Japanese Defense Agen- 


cy says the war destroyed 
many important military docu- 
ments, and it has nothing in its 
archives on the mission. But it 


says it has heard it mentioned 
and some Japanese military 
leaders may well have planned 
it secretly. 


Bond, Dowd emerge as

Louis— have emerged from the 
Missouri primary election as 
the gubernatorial 
candidates 


for the November general elec- 


* .In Tuesday victory state- 
ments, each predicted he would 
succeed two-term Gov. Warren 
E. Hearnes, who was at odds 
with Dowd in the closing weeks 
of the campaign and was criti- 
cized constantly by Bond for 
government patronage. 


Bond, 33, the state auditor 


who won a state supreme court 
test of his residency to remain 
on the primary ballot, ran 


away from St. Louis County 
Prosecutor Gene McNary. 


Dowd, a 54-year-old former 


FBI agent who campaigned for 
law and order, pulled away 
from Lt. Gov. William S. Mor- 
ris by 110,000 votes. 


State Rep. Jack Schramm of 


University City won the Demo- 
cratic nomination for lieutenant 
governor by 70,000 votes over 
House Speaker James E. God- 
frey of St. Louis. 


But Schramm's November 


opponent was undecided today 
between Joseph Badaracco, the 
president of the St. Louis Board 
of Aldermen, and state Rep. 
William C. Phelps of Kansas 
City. 


Badaracco led by 975 votes

Problems arise in lumber 
industry, commission soys 


PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) - A 


member of the federal Price 
Commission said Tuesday it 
may be necessary to abandon 
price controls on the lumber in- 
dustry because of supply and 
demand problems.

zillotti, who presided over a 
seven-hour public hearing, said, 
"It may be that with the supply 
and demand situation the way 
it is in the lumber industry that 
we will have to do without con- 
trols ... and let the public ad- 
just to it. 


"This is a very complex 


area," he said. It is not com- 
forting to know that regulations 
have led to more problems." 


He raised the possibility after 


a lumber industry official testi- 
fied that prices in the industry 
were too high, that the existing 


price control program was not 
working properly. 


Ted Cawthorn, vice president 


of Georgia-Pacific Corp., said 
price controls, if they are to be 
continued, should be placed on 
a specific problem area, not 
blanketed over an entire in- 
dustry or group of industries. 


S. J. King, representing We- 


yerhaeuser 
Co., 
said 
high 


prices have been caused by the 
high level of demand, which he 
said "has taxed short-term pro- 
duction capacity." 


However, smaller operators 


argued they could put on anoth- 
er shift or work another day if 
they could get the timber. 


Jack Taylor, representing the 


Oregon Consumers League, tes- 
tified that consumers 
"are

Secret Service officials, she 


said, are "terribly worried 


about it and feel that certain 
precautions should be taken. 
They're going to make these 
decisions and we'll have to 
mind." 


Discussing the campaign, she 


defined the essential issue as 
she sees it: 


"I think Dick has laid the 


course and now he wants to 
carry it out. He has done a 
marvelous job, at home and in 
peace fields, and he wants tot 
see more of his plans prog- 
ress." 


Her personal campaign, she 


said, will involve "meeting all 
the people I can of every politi- 
cal faith."

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — One 


firm submitted a valid bid 
Tuesday on health insurance 
for state employes. The state 
Employes' Insurance Advisory 
Committee rejected the bid be- 
cause of premium rates that 
were considered excessive.

year authorized the state to pay 
|S an employe toward the pre- 
miums of those participating in 
a group health insurance plan 
covering employes voluntarily 
in all state agencies. The com- 
mittee also made life insurance 
a part of the package but the 
state pays nothing of that pre- 
mium. 


The Travelers Insurance Co. 


submitted the only bid Tues- 
day.

Award of the grants, soon to 


be announced formally, means 
the first time in almost a dec- 
ade that the government has 
provided funds for construction 
work in the research fields. 


The cancer institute is admin- 


istering the $500-million-a-year 
drive that seeks improved 
means of detecting, preventing, 
controlling and curing all forms 
of cancer. 


NCI officials say cancer pro- 


gram costs will range from 
about a dime a day to feed 
each of millions of laboratory 
mice and rats to the $25,000 to 
$36,000 annual salaries for top 
researchers. 


The building grants will pro- 


vide new facilities, ranging 
from a 15-story research hospi- 
tal for adult cancer patients in 
Boston to a unique project at 
the University of New Mexico 
Medical School in Albuquerque, 
says Dr. George Jay of NCI.

NCI already has announced 


award of a $8.8 million contract 
to a private biological research 
firm to convert the former 
Army germ-warfare labora- 
tories at nearby Ft. Detrick, 
Md., into a cancer research 
center and operate it for at 
least the first year. 


The Detrick contract, largest 


ever awarded by any arm of 
the government's National In- 
stitutes of Health, was obtained 
by Litton Bionetics inc., a sub- 
sidiary of Litton Industries, 
Inc. 


The contract, labeled award- 


fee, is the first of its kind in the 
history of the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 
The contractor has no guaran- 
teed profit. What he makes de- 
pends upon the quality and ef- 


fectiveness of his work, up to a 
certain fixed ceiling. 


Its tasks include producing 


'literally buckets-full" of vi- 
ruses known to cause cancer in 
animals, for use by researchers 
throughout the country, accord- 
ing to Dr. Robert Stevenson, 
who will manage the Detrick 
facility. 


He says it also will be a ma- 


jor national center for the 
breeding of laboratory mice, 
rats, guinea pigs, rabbits and 
monkeys. 


Here is a rundown on other 


developments in the anticancer 
drive: 


Since Feb. 23, the date the 


National Cancer Act of 1971 be- 
came effective, $19.8 million 
has been awarded for 138 re- 
search contracts to both profit- 
making and nonprofit organ- 
izations, including $4.9 million 


of the $6.8 million Detrick con- 
tract. About $15.6 million in 
grants other than the $44 mil- 
lion in construction grants have 
been awarded. 


Almost completed is a master 


plan detailing the strategy for 
achieving the "expanded, in- 
tensified and coordinated can- 
cer research program" called 
for in the act. 


Ahead of the master plan, 


NCI already is moving in some 
new directions, says Louis Car- 
rese, an associate director. 


Among them is a multimil- 


lion-dollar program of research 
into some of the major fatal 
cancers, including malignancies 
of the bladder, large bowel and 
prostate gland, which NCI offi- 
cials say have not received the 
attention they deserve. 


Clinical and basic research 


has been expanded also into 


breast and lung cancer, which 
have been the objects of in- 
tensive study for some years. 


NCI officials say, for ex- 


ample, that efforts are being 
pushed to automate the Pap 
test so that more women may 


be screened for possible cancer 
of the cervix. 


Dr. Gio Gori, an NCI associ- 


ate director, says the institute 
is pushing ahead with plans to 
play a much more active role 
than before in cancer control 


efforts nationwide. Plan In- 
clude establishing programs for 
cooperating with stale and aft- 
er health agencies in the are' 
vention, diagnosis and treat- 
ment of cancer and rebafettta- 
tion of its surviving vfctine. 


USSR hods In cancer re*wren 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - The 


Soviet Union's minister of 
health says that Russia leads 
the United States in cancer re- 
search, the U.S. leads his coun- 
try in treatment of heart dis- 
ease and the two nations are 
"shoulder to shoulder" in treat- 
ing leukemia. 


Dr. Boris Petrovsky led a 


delegation of eight Russian offi- 
cials who toured the National 
Center for Disease Control on 
Tuesday. 


The group is visiting the U.S. 


as a follow-up of the U.S.— 
U.S.S.R. Joint Agreement on 
Health Cooperation signed dur- 
ing President Nixon's summit 
meeting in Moscow earlier this 
year. 


Petrovsky, speaking through 


an interpreter, said joint coop- 
eration between the two nations 
"will allow us to find new 
ideas, and new ways of pre- 
venting, diagnosing and treat- 


ing diseases." 


He stressed that the "ceo 


ptadties" facing the two eaM- 
tries are the same bat ha arid 
he feels his nation is a shade 
ahead of the U.S. to the re- 
search of cancer.

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Family's round-the-world outing ends In tragedy 


TnVSVlLLE, Fla. (AP) - 


Kim Powell loved the romantic 
lure, the adventure and the 
freedom of the sea. For years 
he dreamed of sailing the world 
with his family and he built a 
boat for the the challenging 
Journey. 


But less than two months 


after the family and a friend 
set forth, the dream has been 
shattered on a reef in the stor- 
my Caribbean, the boat splin- 
tered, Powell and five others 
missing and feared dead. 


The tragedy came to light 


this week when the U.S. Coast 
Guard reported wreckage of 
Powell's 50-foot catamaran, the 
Tapiti Nui, had been recovered 
near Glover's Reef off the coast 
of British Honduras. 


Missing are Powell, 59; his 


wife Jo-An, 45; their children, 
An, 20, James, 12, Gina, 8; and 
a friend, Debbie Gordon, 23, all 
of Titusville. 


They started the trip June 1 


from this East Coast city, plan- 
ning to circle the globe leisure- 
ly in four or five years. 


An ardent sailing enthusiast, 


Powell twice before gave up 
jobs to sail the sea. 


A friend, Bill Nassau of Ti- 


tusville, said: "Kim was a nut 
about the water. He wanted 
nothing more than to take his 
family and escape from the 
problems of the world, just sail 
for the rest of his life if he 
could." 


Powell got his excuse two 


years ago when he lost his job 
as a launch director for the 
Bendix Corp. at nearby Cape 
Kennedy.

"But it seems 
like the only people who get to 
do what they want is poor 
people." He described his fi- 
nancial condition as "impe- 
cunious."

recited seafaring poetry and 
talked about a legendary $60 
million Cocos Island treasure 
long sought after by adventur- 
ers. He said he planned to look 
for it, probably wouldn't find it, 
"but wouldn't it be nice?" 


Daughter An, a pretty blonde, 


said she had packed a five-year 
supply of hair shampoo and 
talk»d about conducting scien- 
tific experiments with sea life 


during the voyage. 


Asked if she felt the trip 


would be dangerous, she re- 
plied: "How can we drown? All 
my family walks on water." 


The nonfamily member of the 


group, Debbie Gordon, was a 
girl friend of Powell's oldest 
son, Kim, 25, stationed with the 
Army in Germany. The young- 
er Powell is to be discharged 
this month and he was to have 
joined the cruise in the Pan- 


ama Canal Zone. 


The Tapiti Nui traveled down 


the Intercoastal Waterway, rid- 
ing out Hurricane Agnes in Key 
West and departing there June 
13 for Cayman Island and then 
two island resorts off Mexico's 
Yucatan Peninsula, Isla Mu- 
jeres and Cozumel. 


The boat left Cozumel on July 


4 for the southward trek to the 
Canal Zone and the unkept ren- 
dezvous with young Powell. She 


was not heard from again. 


A Honduran fishing boat 


spotted the wreckage of the ca- 
tamaran July 19 but did not re- 
port it until it reached port a 
week later. The crew said they 
spotted one body, that of a girl, 
in the wreckage but did not ap- 
proach it. A British Honduran 
customs ship picked up the re- 
mains of the vessel: A pontoon, 
a cross beam, a mast and a 
few pieces of plywood. No body 


was found and there was no im- 
mediate way to identify the 
boat. 


"It was not until Aug. 3 when 


the six were reported overdue 
in Panama City and we found 
out about the wreckage that the 
search began," a U.S. Coast 
Guard spokesman 
reported. 


Powell's brother, Wes, of Mel- 
bourne, Fla., identified the 
pieces as being part of the Ta- 
piti Nui. 


Charles Totrey, U.S. con- 


sulate general in Belize, British 
Honduras, said: "It is obvious 
it broke tip, but we have no 
idea whether it ran up on the 
reef or brok* up in a storm. We 
have had a lot of bad weather 
and a lot of local squalls." 


On Tuesday, the Coast Guard 


abandoned the search for survi- 
vors, perhaps leaving Kim 
Powell to rest forever in the 
sea he loved.

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Marianna: Town starts to rebuild after boycott 


MAR!ANNA, Ark. (AP) - 


After 409 days, the black eco- 
nomic boycott of Marianna, 
which led to the closing of 
about a dozen stores has ended 
and the town is beginning to 
rebuild. 


Three of the stores are being 


cleaned, stocked and prepared 
for reopening. 


While there is still not total 


harmony in this sleepy Mis- 
sissippi delta town, there is a 
feeling of hope, tinged with 
some bitterness because of 
events past, that the blacks and 
whites can live peacefully side 
by side. 


Sheriff Courtney Langston, 


49, foiced a feeling of hope for 
town. He said with the new 
sense of hope there still is "a 
feeling of distrust because of 
all we've gone through." 


"I'm optimistic," he said. "I 


think things are going to be 
better. Even the hard core of 
black militants and the Citizens 
Council people have calmed 
down some." 


W. H. Daggett, 
who is 


serving by appointment as mu- 
nicipal judge said he believes 
time will heal the wounds in 
Marianna. 


"I think they (the blacks 


pushed it a little too fast," he 
said. "My prejudices — and I 
use the word advisedly — are 
less than my father's, as his 
were less than his father's. 


"My children are almost to- 


tally free of prejudice," Dag- 
gett said. "I think this will 
work out among the younger 
generation." 


Though the strife in the town 


has existed for decades, the 
physical, tangible evidence of 
black discontent began in June 
1971, when the Lee County Con- 


corned Citizens, a black group, 
began the boycott of Marianna 
stores. 


At one point in the 13 months 


of the boycott, blacks laid down 
41 demands, but somewhere in 
all that time they were lost or 
partly sacrificed for racial har- 
mony. 


The LCCC said the boycott 


was called off because it was 
"unnecessary to crush our own 
city." 


The LCCC also gave these 


reasons for ending the boycott: 


—The organ izat ion re cognized 


that there has been "some 
progress for blacks" in the 
community. 


—There has been "a definite 


change in attitudes on the part 
of whites as relate to blacks." 


—Black people "shall partici- 


pate in the economic rebuilding 
of our fair city as owners and 
operatores of business." 


Bob Johnson, owner and 


manager of Johnson's Market, 
observed that at one time Ma- 
rianna 
seemed 
"very 
ex- 


plosive," but he said that has 
been changed now. 


"Nobody ever went home and 


laid down and rested," he said. 
"We rest easier at night now." 


He said that before the boy- 


cott "my business was about 60 
per cent black and 40 per cent 
white. It went down 50 per cent 
during the trouble. 


"It's coming back up now, 


but it's not up to where it was. 


"One 
of their demands was 


that I hire a black on the cash 
register," he said. "I couldn't 
do that now if I wanted to. I've 
had to let three or four people 
go." 


Dr. Irwin Redlener, a physi- 


cian at the controversial Lee 
County 
Co-operative 
Clinic, 


says, "Downtown you can see 
that it's loosening up. 1 hear 
some new business will be 
opening. That's a good sign." 


The clinic was one of the fac- 


tors in tensions in Marianna. 
Some whites felt that it contrib- 
uted to the bad feelings. 


The federally funded clinic, 


which provides free medical 
care for the poor, continues 
with a patient load of 40 or 
more a day, while the adminis- 
trator, Oily Neal Jr., plans for 
the acquisition of a site for a 
$250,000 clinic building. 


Redlener and Neal say they 


now feel truly welcome at the 
Lee County Memorial Hospital, 
where use of the facilities by 
clinic physicians was insured 
by a consent decree in federal 
District Court. 


Both praised the new admin- 


istrator of the hospital, Ken Le- 
Mastus, for easing some of the 
bad feelings that existed be- 
tween the hospital and clinic's 
staffs. 


LeMastus, 31, who took the 


job after teaching in Tennessee, 
said the hospital "is here to be 
used. 


"I haven't had any prob- 


lems," he said. 


The LCCC headquarters, once 


the hub of the black resistance 
movement, is nearly empty 
now. Most of the literature in 
the office now is devoted to 
Mack candidates running for 
election this fall and registering 
black voters. 


H. C. Adams, the county 


judge, is one of those office hol- 
ders opposed by a black. 


Adam's opponent, Benjamin 


Anthony Sr. said, "In my opin- 
ion we registered just about ev- 
ery person 
that's eligible. 


We're just about at the bottom

Goodfarb, a Philadelphia ac- 
countant who placed the phony 
want ad last week in the under- 
ground newspaper "Thursday's 
Drummer." 


Goodfarb said Tuesday he 


has received calls from about 
500 women and has interviewed 
about 20 applicants in person. 


"The forces of life, the urges 


that make one want to create 
life are still present," Goodfarb 
said. "This is very refreshing 
after reading about abortions 
and contraceptives and all 
that." 


Many of the women didn't 


want any money at all, he said, 
"and curiously enough, no one 
asked who the father would 
be." 


Goodfarb described the poten- 


tial mothers as "very nice and 
polite" in tone, rather than des- 
perate. 


"One said the idea always 


fascinated her, having a child," 
he said. "But she wouldn't 
know what to do with it after- 
ward. 


"Another one, a fashion mod- 


el from California, said that 
she doesn't like the idea of 
ferriage but she does like the 
idea of a child. 


"And another was a wife who 


said she could use the money to 
put 
her 
husband 
through 


school." 


Goodfarb told callers he rep- 


resented a childless Phila- 
delphia couple. The wife, he 
said, was unable to bear a child 
for medical reasons. 


I^ater, he admitted there was 


no such couple. 


"As a professional economic 


mathematician, I wanted to 
find out what price 
preg- 


nancy," he said in explanation 
of the ad. "But on a deeper lev- 
el, I wanted to pinpoint a 
serious sociological problem. 


"Suppose your wife can't pro- 


duce a child. Do you throw her 
out? So here, they would have 
an ideal solution." 


Goodfarb — 45, married 21 


years and childless — was 
asked whether such a method 
would be suitable for him. 


"My wife's only temporarily 


impaired, so I have no imme- 
diate reason to do anything like 
that myself," he replied. "How- 
ever, if two or three years from 
now we were still childless and 
if it were a customary practice, 
I might turn to it."
